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JAPANESE WEAR 
SILK HATS TO FOOL 
IMMIGRATION MEN 


Formal Morning Attire Used to 
Get Farm Laborers Into 
the United States.

SALINAS, Cal., Feb. 6.—A ruse 


whereby Japanese farm laborers 
slipped past Immigration inspec- 
tors by wearing frock coats, silk 
hats, striped morning trousers, 
pearl gray spats and carrying 
canes, was disclosed yesterday with 
the arrest of three men for il- 
legal entry. 

Immigration officers sald many 
Japanese in this vicinity had en- 
tered the country through_ the 
Same ruse.

DOWNTOWN HOTEL 
FIRE DOES $0000 


~-DAMAGE IN LOBBY 


Guests at Warwick Call for 
Rescue but Are in No 
Danger — 20 Women 
Led Through Smoke. 


Fire starting in a repair and 
storage room at the rear of the 
lobby caused about $5000 damage 
at the Warwick Hotel, Fifteenth 
and Locust streets, this afternoon. 

The fire was discovered at 1:30 
o'clock when a puff of smoke 
came from thé repair shop. C.C. 
Swinney, the manager, sent in an 
alarm, calling apparatus . from 
downtown fire stations. Attracted 
by the fire engines and smoke in 
corridors, excited guests threw 
open windows, calling to firemen te 
get them out. The firemen called 
back that there was no danger, di- 
recting the guests to remain in 
their rooms. Several persons hur- 
ried down stairways with their 
personal belongings under their 
arms. Later 20 or 30 women em- 
ployes of the hotel and guests were 
led through smoke-filled corridors. 
to the street. 

The flames spread from the shop 
to closets in which bedding was 
stored on the mezzanine. The fur- 
nishings and decorations of the 
lobby, particularty in the south end, 
were seriously scorched and consid- 
erable water damage was caused. 


The origin of the fire was not 
learned.

SCIENTIST THINKS © 
VARYING SUN RAYS 
- GOVERN WEATHER 


Dr. C. G. Abbot Tells of Ex- 
periments Since 1924 Which 
Developed Theory. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—-The 


ty of the sun’s rays regulate the 
weather and make long-range 
weather forecasts possible was ad- 
vanced today by Dr. Charlies G. 


Meteorologists hitherto have 


on irregularities of the earth's sur- 
face and could not be predicted far 
in advance any more than could 
the passage of rough water in a 
stream over a rocky bed. : 

Dr. Abbot argued, however, “that 
weather, on the contrary, is caused 
chiefly by the frequent interven- 
tions of actual changes of the 
emission of radiation within the 
sun itself.” 

Dr. Abbot based his conclusions 
on daily measurements of the 


astrophysical laboratory of the 
Smithsonian Institution in Chile. 
Durtng this time he said there 


were 111 instances when the force 
of the sun's radiation increased 
continuously for five consecutive 
days, and 106 instances when it de- 
creased for the same length of 
time. He found that the tempera- 
ture and barometric pressure in 
Washington during these periods 
moved one way when the sun's 
radiation increased and the other 
way when it decreased. 

This discovery was checked with 
similar findings at Williston, N. D., 
and Yuma, Ariz., he explained. 

Variations of the sun’s radiation 
averaged only 0.8 per cent, but he 
said they caused + temperature 
changes averaging five degrees,

Capt. Malcolm Campbell, Englishman, Makes 


245 Miles an Hour—Also Sets New 


Mark for Small Cars. 


By the Associated Press. : 

DAYTONA BEACH, Fila., Feb. 6. 
Capt- Malcolm Campbell, who yes- 
terday established a world auto- 
mobile speed record of 245.733 
miles an hour, announced today he 
would make no further trials in his 
Bluebird racing car before return- 
ing to England. He may leave for 
home some time next week. 

Campbell. who is 46 years old, 
said last night he was not satisfied 
with his newly established record 
and intimated he might try to raise 
the mark above 245 miles an hour 
before returning to England. To- 
day, however, he said he had aban- 
doned such plans, 

Campbell today established a 
new world’s speed record of 94.031 
miles an hour for automobiles with 
a piston displacement less than 45 
cubic inches. The previous record 
was 87.76. 

Campbell is the only man now 
living who has attained a speed on 


land of more than 23200 miles an 
hour. The rest, Ray Keech, Sir 


+H. O. D. Segrave. Lee Bible and 


Frank Lockhart, have met death 
behind the wheel, Segrave while 
trying for a water speed mark in 
England. 

It was Segrave'’s record of 231 
miles an hour that Campbell beat 
yesterday. Segrave had claimed 
it from Keech. Bible and Lock- 
hart died on Daytona sands, while 
Keech lost his life racing at Al- 
toona. 

Campbell shrugs his shouliers 
when danger is mentioned. His 


Tuns yesterday gave him a_ great 
thrill, he said. The best sensation 
came when he shifted from second 
imto high gear. 

“That feeling was wonderfv],” he 
said,” “A most wonderful sensa- 
tion-—as the car carried me away 
with it in that tremendous buret 
of speed. Really words cannot de- 
scribe that wonderful sensation.” 

On the first run Campbell 
flashed through the measured mile 
at a speed of 246.575 miles an 
hour. He returned and was clock.d 
at 244,897 miles an hour. Two 
runs are necessary for an official 
record, the mark being the average 
of the two speeds.

Thetsuit was filed by Edwards, 
who acted as his own attorney. 

Dr. Einstein, when informed of 
the suit, said: “I never heard the 
name before."

Maryland, 34 in Missouri, 65 in 
Mississippi, 13 in Montana, nine in 
North Carolina, three in North Da- 
kota, 33 in Ohio,'50 in Oklahoma, 
three in Pennsylvania and 68 in 
Texas. 

With the national total of con- 
tributions reaching $6,198,623, 
Baxter expressed confidence that 
the American people would pro- 
vide the $10,000,000 fund sought 
by the American Red Cross to pre- 
vent suffering and starvation.

In New Book He Refers to 
Himt as “Slick and Crafty 
Politician,” 


By the Associated Press. ; 
NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—An au- 


thor of note has sought to strip 
the reputation of greatness from 
Abraham Lincoln. 

The author is Edgar Lee Mas, 
ters, lawyer-poet. In “Lincoln: the 
Men,” published today he treats 
the martyred President much like 


Rupert Hughes treated George 
Washington, 

Lincoln he interprets as.a poli- 
tical personality, a “slick and 
crafty politician,” cold, manner- 
less, unkempt, at times neurotic 
and superstitious. 

The union of sovereign states of 
which Lincoln spoke at Gettys- 
burg “perished with the (Civil) 
war,” Masters writes, and Lin- 
coln’s mind “was not profound 
enough” to see it. 

Masters, who was born in Kan- 
sas 61 years ago and grew up near 
Petersburg, IIL, has retired from 
law and for seven years has been 
living in New York. Most noted 
for his verse, he said his appraisal 
of Lincoln is a prose interlude, 
probably his last prese book. 

Dedicates Book to Jefferson. 

A Democrat, he dedicates his 


| book “to the memory of Thomas 


Jefferson, the pre-eminent philos- 
opher-statesman of the United 
States, and their greatest Presi- 
dent.” 

Lincoln, Masters said, might 
have prevented the Civil War, 
“one of the most colossal blund- 
ers in history.”’ 

Masters calls his book a politica} 
and legalistic analysis of Lincoln's 
mind and nature, based on avail- 
able biographies. 

“In the Middle-Western small 
town,” Master said in an inter- 
view, “there usually was a boy 
genius who wore his hair long, 
thought he had @uperior abilities, 
studied words and debated. Lin- 
coln was that kind of boy. 

“Qne of his principal gifts was 
satire. Others were mimicry, His- 
trionic antics, deep-ggated antag- 
onisms, coldness, a sort of logic 
such as you would expect the vil- 
lage genius to develop.” 

“Manneriess, Unkempt.” . 

Lincoln, he writes, “was man- 
nerless, unkempt, and one wonders 
if he was not unwashed, * * @ ® 
For this reason the myth hag 
grown up of the easy, good-heart- 
ed Lincoln, the democratic Lin- 
coln, who loved everyone and 
whom people everywhere hailed 
as Abe or Uncle Abe, This: was 
not the case, He allowed no one to 
be familiar with him. Always he 
was addressed as Mr. Lincoln, 

“On the other hand, there was 
his sense of humor, perhaps the 
only esthetic gift he had.” 

“As late as 1858,” Masters re- 
cords, “Lincoln said all over Iili- 
nois, in speeches made to win 
United States Senatorship for him- 
self, that he was not in favor of 
giving the Negro the vote or of 
allowing him to sit on juries, or of 
inter-marrying, or of associating 
with white people.” 

Calling the Gettysburg address 
& prose poem, Masters writes that 
“we have in (it) that refusal of 
the truth which is written all over 
the American character and its 
expressions.”

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WORKMEN JUST KILLING TIME 
DIG UP ANCIENT KING’S PALACE 


Well Preserved Home of Sassanid Dynasty of 
Persia Uncovered on Site of 
Historic Kish. 


By the Associated Press. 

OXFORD, England, Feb. ‘6.— 
Arab workmen, who had been set 
to scraping away at the earthen 
mounds on the site of the ancient 


Sumerian city of Kish, eight miles 
east of Babylon, because there was 
nothing else for them to do at the 
moment, discovered the first well 
preserved palace of the Sassanid 
dynasty of Persian kings. 

Prof. Stephen Langdon, Ameri- 
can-born director of the Oxford 
Field Museum expedition in Meso- 
potamia, said today the discovery 
was of the greatest-importance. 

Workmen clearing the knolls un- 
covered one wall and two gate- 
ways of a royal palace which dates 
about 350 A. D. The condition of 
the ruins indicates this is the first 
completely preserved palace of its 
kind ever found. 

There are pieces of sculpture in 
white gypsum, stained red or yel- 
low against a blue backgornud. 
There are plaques and _ friezes 
showing vines, animals and bas- 


relief figures of giants and sol- 
diers. There’is the characteristic 
Sassanid lotus flower. 

The ruins are in many layers, 
representing the stages of civiliza- 
tion at each age, and the palace is 
on top. Vertical shafts in the gray 
hill show buildings dating back to 
the ancient Sumerian, the _ first 
known civilized race, and water 
marks on the ruins show when the 
city was inundated by the Biblical 
flood and by another earlier and 
greater flood. 


After Alexander of Macedon 
smashed the Persian power, ex- 
tended his conquests and died, the 
Persian and Syrian parts of his 
realm fell to one of his Generals, 
Seleucus Nicator, founder of*the 
Seleucid dynasty, which in. turn 
was supplanted by @ native Persian 
line, the Sassanid, in 226 A. D. 
The first Sassanid King was Ar- 
dashir I. The dynasty takes its 
name from Sasan, a remote ances- 
tor of Ardashir. The Sassanids 
were overthrown by the conquering 
Mohammedan Arabs in 637.

Have Glass of Champagne With 
President; Wales Reviews West 
India Boy Scouts.

COLON, Feb. 6.—Steaming into 
this harbor this morning, while 
coast guns boomed a salute, the 
steamship Oropesa came along- 
side its pier and discharged the 
Prince of Wales and his. brother, 
Prince George. 

The Royai tourists, who are on 
their way to South America for the 
British Trade Exposition at Buenos 
Aires next month, stayed on the 
pier only long enough to acknowl- 
edge the welcome of diplomatic 
and military officials, then went to 
France Field, the airport.

Later they went to the 
presidential palace. 

They had a glass of champagne 
with the Panama President then 
they strolled out on the patio. 
Prince George was the first to dis- 
cover -the bullet holes made dur- 
ing the recent revolution and they 
strolled about while great crowds 
stood about the palace. In the aft- 
ernoon the Prince reviewed the 
West Indian boy scouts and war 
veterans at the American Legation.

The resolution as- 
serted Mencken “has tried for years 
to make Arkansas the butt of 
coarse ribaldry and diatribes.” It 
requested the Sun to give equal 
prominence to a reply to Mencken 
by Dallas T. Herndon, Arkansas 
State historian. Former Gov. 
Charles H. Brough was invited to 
speak during the discussion and 
he criticised Mencken but also 
called him “the most brilliant sa- 
tirical writer in America.”

HOUSE CAUCUS 
VOTES 10 GURB 


Approves Measure Taking 
From Him Authority to 
Designate Newspapers for 
Referendum Printing.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.— 
Through action by the Democrat- 
ic majority caucus in the House 
of Representatives yesterday, the 
Hammett bill to break the political 
power of Secretary of State Becker 
by taking from him the authority 
to designate newspapers for the 
publication of constitutional 
amendments, is virtually certain to 


pass the House. 

The measure, which was intro- 
duced by Representative Hammett 
of Moberly, provides that the 
county.-court in each ‘county shall 
select the newspaper in the county 
whith shall publish the offictal ad- 
vertisements of constitutional 
amendments, and initiative and 
referendum propositions. 


Becker’s Organization. 

The authority to designate 
paper in each county has reposede 
in Secretary of State Becker, who 
through it has built up a powerful 
political organization. In some 
elections this printing has amount- 
ed to more than $2000 for each 
newspaper receiving the contract. 
In many instances Becker has been 
able to induce several papers in 
a county to print the amendments 
and to divide the payment. He 
has refused to submit the printing 
to bids and has resisted in court 
efforts by some newspapers to 
force him to advertise for bids. He 
pays the legal maximum rate. 
As a result of this printing pa- 
tronage, Becker has had the loyal 
support of one or more newspapers 
in each county, many of which 
have been regular publishers with- 
out charge of personal political 
propaganda sent to them from 
Becker’s jwrsonal press bureau, op- 
erated from the office of the Sec- 
retary of State. 

Passage Likely. 

Because the Democrats contro] 
the House by a _ wide margin, 
caucus action in support of the 
Hammett bill means its passage. A 
similar bill has been introduced in 
the Senate by Senator McKittrick, 
of Salisbury. It is probable the 
Hammett bill will pass the House 
and be in the Senate far action be- 
fore the McKittrick bill is reached. 
The Howse caucus also made a 
caucus measure of the bill for 
separate ballots for — presidentia) 
electors and for State and local 
officers. This is a Democratic

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6. — 
Enactment of legislation intended 
to aid in stabilizing employ 
ment conditions was urged by a 
delegation of St. Louis women and 
R. T. Wood of Springfield, presi- 
dent of the State Federation of 
Labor, in a hearing last night  be- 
fore the Senate Committee on La- 
bor, Commerce and Manufactorics, 
On a bill introduced by Senater 
Kinney of St. Louis, creating a 
State unemployment reserve fund. 

The committee took no action in 
the bill and announced another 
hearing would be held Thursday. if 
other persons desired to be heard 
upon it. 

The bill, which is similar to one 
proposed by the American Asso- 
ciation for Labor Legislation as a 
uniform law, would create a State 
unemployment reserve fund, from 
which benefits would be paid 2o 
persons out of employment, 
through no fault of their own. The 
fund would be created through 
payment by employers of 1% per 
cent of the wages paid by them to 
their employes. The fund would 
be administered by the State De- 
partment of Labor. 

Benefits would be limited to $10 
a week, and would be payable for 
not more than 13 weeks in any one 
year. 

Mrs. Walston Chubb of Webster 
Groves, appearing on behalf of the 
American Association for Labor 
Legislation, said the bil: proposed 
a plan for dealing with unemploy- 
ment conditions that was similar to 
the workmen’s compensation law 
for dealing with injuries of work- 
men. She said unemployment 
could not be considered the fault 
of the individual, but was the re- 
sponsibility of industry, and that 
many individual companies had 
established voluntary reserve funds 
to assure employment in periods of 
depression. 

“Since the object is not merely 
relief, but stabilization,” Mrs. 
Chubb said, “the co-operation of 
employers is essential.

overcome by the fumes of carbon 
monoxide as they sat about a 
kerosene stove in their virtually 
airtight tent, Stefansson believes. 
He developes the theory from 
evidence discovered on White 
Island, where the bodies of the ex- 
plorers and the remains of N. 
Strindberg, another member of 
the expedition, were found. He al- 
most died himself of the same 
catse in an Eskimo snow house 
on Coronation Gulf 20 years ago, 
Stefansson writes. 
“Their tent was nearly airtight,” 
he says, “for it was made of bal- 
loon silk and the floor was sewn 
to it in one piece, it stood in a 
lee and in the first storm of the 
year the airtightness was in- 
creased by a blanket of snow. 
“One of the: men was cooking 
when the other fainted. Then the 
cook released the pressure on the 
stove, just as I did on Corona- 
tion Gulf, and it went out. We 
know he did that because the 
stove was half full of kerosene 
when it was found. Then the cook 
fainted, too, before he could make 
a hole in the tent for ventilation.” 
There was plenty of food and 
plenty of fuel, he says, so Andree 
and Fraenkel could neither have 
starved nor frozen to death.

Senator Reed’s Amendment 
Bars U. S. Employes 
Getting $2000 From 
Drawing Compensation. 

ALLOWANCES ARE 

RAKED AS SCANDAL 


Pennsylvanian Names 20 
Officials, Retired as Dis- 
abled, Who Are Drawing 
Salaries and Relief.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 6.—The 
Senate has struck at Government 
employes who, while drawing full 
salaries for their work, also receive 
veterans’ disability compensation, 

It approved yesterday legislation 
to prohibit Government employes 
whose salaries are $2000 or more a 
year from drawing compensation as 
disabled officers. The proposal was 
accepted after Chairman Reed of 
the Military Affairs Committee had 
charged a widespread scandal ex- 
isted in connection with the dis- 
ability allowances. 

Reed named more than 20 offi- 
clals in the Veterans’ Bureau in all 
parts of the country who, he sald, 
had been retired as disabled and 
were drawing salaries in addition 
to compensation of more than 
$5000 a year. There were many 
more drawing less, he said. Similar 
charges were made in the House 
previously by Congressman Blanton 
(Dem.), Texas. 

“Diagnosis Too Liberal.” 

Declaring these ofticials were be- 
ing paid full-time salaries by the 
same bureau which declared them 
eligible for disabled allowances, 
Reed sald it was “proof positive 
that the diagnosis of their condition 
was too liberal.” He*said those

: Mr. Dawes said in his London speech 
this week that “of 13 pounds of food 
eaten by American soldiers, Britain and 
France supplied eight pounds.” Just 
what he means by this I do not know, 
since it is well known that even in peace 
times England cannot feed itself with 
home produced foods. The actual statis- 
tics show, however, that in the one year 
from Nov. 1, 1917, to Nov. 1, 1918, the 
United States shipped to the Allies, the 
American Expeditionary Force, Belgian 
relief and the American Red Cross, 333,- 
337 tons of beef and beef produ §48,- 
©20 tons of pork and pork products, 287,- 
$85 tons of dairy products and 345,762,- 
415 bushels of grains. 

If the United States had had 2,000,000 
men in France during that year, which 
it did not, each soldier would have had 
a daily ration of four pounds of meat and 
dairy products. 

Mr. Dawes says we sent over no horses. 
Well, in 1914, the year before the war 
started, we exported 22,707 head of 
horses and 4833 mules. In the years 
1915. 1916 and 1917 we exported a total 
of 925.567 horses and more than 300,- 
939 mules. I suppose they went to the 
Fiji Islands. 

It should be recalled that every old 
tub of a ship that could. float, anywhere 
in the world, was brought to an Amer- 
ican port and pressed into the service of 
carrying supplies of many kinds to our 
allies. We even supplied: England with 
the wood to make stocks for her rifles.

The Senate is in our opinion less happy in its 


position than it has been at any time since the coall- 
tion between Democrats and Republican insurgents 
assumed virtual control of Congress in Mr. Coolidge’s 


Senate has been the hope of liberal government in 
the United States. It lapsed from that promise in 
the tariff fight, nor has it ever been able to regain 
its prior estate. Its position in the Power Board 
controversy, which it is now carrying to the courte, 
was unworthy of any deliberative body. The Senate 
had an opportunity to pass upon Mr. Hoover's ap 
pointees to the Power Board when those appoint- 
ees were before it. It had every opportunity to 
say then whether or not it considered George Otis 
Smith, the chairman of the commission, qualified for 
| that post. Indeed, there was a widespread expecta- 
tion that the Senate would refuse to confirm him. 
When it did confirm him and attempted a few days 
later to reconsider its first judgment under Senate 
rules, it made something of a sorry shaw of itself. 
Irrespective of how the matter goes in the courts, 
the Senate can never excuse its failure to say in the 
first instance what it thought. It knew Mr. Smith 
then at least almiost as well as it knows him now. 

In the food controversy the Senate has more than 
contributed its share to one of the most unseemly 
of all quarrels between the White House and the Cap-’ 


violence the historic rupture between the Senate and 
President Andrew Johnson. It has always been pos- 
sible for the Senate to know what the drouth situa- 
tion is, and there is no reason to suppose that the 
Government could not have functioned in this field 
without recrimination. Mr. Hoover’s recent asser- 
tion that nobody is starving in the drouth districts 
so far as Red Cross officials know, was a rebuke to 
the Senate.

Nevertheless, the prestige of the 
Senate is at the moment low. Senator Harrison has 
as much overdone partisanship in the last few weeks 
as Senators Robinson and Caraway have overdone 
provincialism. Senator Walsh of Montana usually 
displays his talents to better advantage than he has 
displayed them in his fight on the Power Board. 

It would in our opinion be well for the Senate to 
consider whether to be merely blind and unreasoning 
meets the popular expectation of so important and 
promising a branch of the Government. 
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FRUIT OF THE TARIFF. 

Mr. Mellon predicts a governmental deficit of $375,-

Banker urges lower standard of living, laying depression in part to “extravagance” of 
people; however, our difficulty is not overconsumption, but manufacture of more 
goods than workers have means to buy; wages should keep up with productivity, 

- writers say; demand for more saving also denounced as fallacious philosophy. 


“ DO Not agree,” Eugene R. Black, Gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve. Bank 
of Atlanta, proclaimed recently, “with 

those men who are saying that in America 

there must be no retrogression from the 
present high grade of living. . . . We have 
been living in an automobile, a Frigidaire, 

@ radio era, and have been sitting in the 

atmosphere of a Corona-Coronk. We can- 

not pay our debts and continue in that 
atmosphere. Let us not fool ourselves.” 
But if it is good bankers’ economics for 
us to use fewer automobiles, electric re- 
frigerators and radios, why not use fewer 
electric lights and go back to candles? Why 
not give up billion-dollar banks and go 
back to little strong boxes? Better still, 
why not emigrate to China in a body? 

China’s standard of living ought to be low 

enough to satisfy anybody. 

Before We take out our passports for 

China, however, we shall do well to ponder 

on this fact: we are perfectly able to pro- 

duce all those automobiles, refrigerators and 
radios which worry the Governor. There 
they are, already produced.

The American people are becom- 
ing increasingly sensitive to art, in 
the opinion of Paul Joseph Sachs, 
professor of fine arts and associ- 
ate director of the Fogg Museum at 
Harvard, who is in S&t.

HE problem of agriculture in 

recent years has seemed so 

much the disposition of sur- 
plus production that very little 
public thought has been given 
to soil exhaustion. Yet authen- 
tic reports tell us that each 
year about five and three-fourth 
millions more pounds of plant 
food are taken from the soil 
than are returned to fit. That 
Means a serious depletion of 
capital. 


The immediate effect is the 
increase of acreage to main- 
tain production, That increases 
the unit cost. When the har- 
vest comes it is found the ex- 
pense of raising the crop is so 
large that the profit - dimin- 
ished. 

A one-crop system is mostly 
responsible for this condition. 
With diversification and ani- 
mal husbandry the problem 
can be partly solved. But in- 
vestigation has also shown that 
a wise use of ‘fertilizers in- 
creases the yield, reduces the 
cost of cultivation per unit 
and so increases the profit. 

The farm ought to be pri- 
marily a self-sustaining home 
with its own food supply. In 
trying to make it so by diver- 
sification, by need@ful fertiliza- 
tion and a wiser financing the 
farm board is proposing a@fsound 
fundamental remedy for that 
part of agriculture entitled to 
public encouragement and sup-

3 IN GAMBLING FLAT 


Oliver Niehaus Charged With 
Fast Side Murders—Three 
Others: Held. : 


A warrant charging Oliver Nie- 
haus with the murder of David 
Hoffman, one of the three men shot 
down early Sunday in ‘““‘Wide-Open” 
Smith’s East St. Louis gambling 
flat, was served on Niehaus yester- 
day in the St. Clair County jail at 
Belleville. 

Niehaus, who had been held pris- 
oner since he and a Negro were 
found cleaning up the bullet- 
marked flat at 330A East Broad- 
way, Monday, said when the war- 
rant was read to him: “I want to 
see a lawyer.” He was returned to 
his cell pending a preliminary hear- 
ing next Friday. 

Held with Niehaus at Belleville 
are the Negro, James Randolph, 
Alice Landrum, 24, of 651 Collins- 
ville avenue, who, it is said, for- 
merly lived at the flat, and Eugene 
Modrow, at whose home she was 
arrested. 

Alice Landrum told East Side 
authorities that for a month she 
lived at Smith’s flat where the 
murder occurred, but denied hav- 
ing lived there recently. 

Warrants will be sought for all 
of those held with Niehaus, the 
Sheriff says. He is not certain what 
charge will be placed against them 
and the warrants will be merely to 
assure their presence for further 
questioning. 

East St. Louis police and attaches 
of the Sheriff's office are searching 
for Smith, who has not been seen 
since the shooting. Assistant State's 
Attorney Curt Lindauer, who is in 
charge of the prosecutor’s investi- 
gation, said yesterday he had 
learned it was “almost a certainty” 
that four St. Louis gafgsters killed 
the three men, Hoffman, Joseph P. 
Carroll, former parther of Bernie 
Shelton in the caxicab business, and 
Theodore Kaminski, former motor- 
bus driver.

Mr. @on Hoffmann took up bal- 
looning in the heyday of the St. 
Louis Ae ub, and became a bal- 
loon plot international expe- 
rienc lying in the James Gordon 
Bennett races. In iater years he 
went into the airplane business, es- 
tablishing a sales agency and flying 
school, but did not himself become 
a pilot. 

In the winter of 1914, after busi- 
ness in this country had been de- 
ranged by the EurdOpean war.

Von Hoffmann opened a free soup 
kitchen for the unemployed in St. 
Iduis. Thousands were fed, but 
there were critics who said that the 
men were in many cases ynworthy, 
unwilling to work, and that an un- 
desirable element was being drawn 
to St. Louis. 

His reply was that men would not 
travel far to get the simple fare 
that the Von Hoffmann soup kitch- 
en furnished, and that “A hungry 
man is a hungry man, whether he’s 
lazy or industrious.” 

“Paying Some of It Back.” 

When American war activities 
had furnished work for all who re- 
mained in civil Hfé, Mr. von Hoff- 
mann transferred his free feeding 
system to Union Station yards, and 
vied with patriotic organizations in 
giving warm rations to the men on 
troop trains. He was one of the 
few persons who were permitted: to 
know the time at which such trains 
wolud arrive. | 

“I’m having fun,” he said of his 
activities at that time. “I believe 
in having fun. I didn’t have a lot 
of fun when I was a boy in Vienna, 
and I’m making it up now. This 
country has béen good to me. It’ 
has loaned me a lot of money, and 
I'm paying some of it back.” 

A dozen years ago he bought Mi- 
haska, a 36000-acre hunting and 
fishing lodge in the Ozarks near 
Bourbon, 75 miles southwest of St.

Cornmeal Pancakes. 

Stir two-thirds cup cornmeal in- 
to one and three-fourths cups boil- 
ing water and boil for five minutes, 
then turn into a large mixing bow!) 
and stir in one and one-half cups 
milk. Sift two cups flour with 
four teaspoons baking powder, one 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons su- 
gar. Stir into the liquid mixture 
and then add one well beaten egg 
and one-fourth cup melted butter. 
Cook on a hot griddle and serve 
with syrup. 

Jellied Beet Salad. 

The canned diced beets are most: 
convenient to use for this just 
now. Drain, saving the juice. Tor 
four servings use about one and 
one-fourth cups diced beets. Meas- 
ure the beet juice and add water 
to make one and one-half cup liq- 
uid. Soak one tablespoon gelatine 
in two tablespeons cold water for 
five minutes. Scald the beet juice, 
add the softened gelatine and stir 
until dissolved. Next add one ta- 
blespoonful each of lemon juice 
and vinegar, one-half teaspoon saft 
and pepper to season. Cool until 
it begins to thicken, then add the 
beets and one-fourth cup finely 
diced celery. Pour into individual 
molds or into a shallow pan and 
set aside to chill and harden. Turn 
out or cut in squares and serve on 
lettuce with mayonpaise. 

Steamed Chicken. 
Select a stewing chicken weigh- 
ing about four pounds. Have »it 
cleaned, but not cut up. Wash in 
cold water, drain, put 2a stalk of 
celery inside and truss, or tie the 
legs and wings firmly against the 
body. Place in a large kettle and 
add boiling water to half cover. 
Add a large onion, a small bunch 
of parsley and a stalk of celery. 
Cover closely and simmer for two 
and one-quarter to three hours dr 
until the chicken is tender. Add 
two teaspoons of salt when nearly 
done. When tender, remove to a 
hot platter and sprinkle with 
minced parsley; pour a little of the 
golden sauce around the chicken 
and serve the rest with it. Serve 
with mounds of flaky boiled rice. 

For the sauce, melt one table- 
spoon butter, add two tablespoons 
flour and then stir in one and one- 
half cups of the chicken stock that 
has been skimmed to remove 
grease. Cook until thickened, and 
then pour gradually onto two well- 
beaten egg yolks. Season with one- 
half teaspoon grated jemon rind, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, salt 
and pepfer. 

Roquefort Cheese Dressing. 

Mash one-eighth pound Roque- 
fort cheese until smooth. Add 
gradually one-fourth cup olive or 
salad oil, one-fourth teaspoon pa- 
prika and two tablespoons vinegar. 
Work with a fork until well blend- 
ed and just before ‘serving stir in 
two tablespoons heavy cream and 
a little salt. The salt may not be 
necessary, taste it to find out. Serve 
with hearts of lettuce, with shred- 
ded cabbage, with diced celery or 
chilled fresh or canned pears. 

, Potatoes. 

To have French fried potatoes 
crisp, use a good quality of fat or 
oil, heat it to 370 degrees, or until 
it will brown a piece of bread in 
one minute. Have ready potatoes 
that have been peeled and cut in 
eighths lengthwise and soaked in 
cold salted water for one hour. 
Drain and dry between § towels. 
then fry a few at a time in the hot 
fat until they are delicately 
browned. Reheat the fat each 
time to 370 degrees. When all the 
potatoes are cooked, reheat the fat 
to 390 degrees, put the potatoes 
back in the fat and cook until 
crisp and wll browned. Drain on 
soft paper and sprinkle lightly with 
salt.
